* in all parts of the Union, wore af­ 
fected by labor troubles which inter­ 
mediaries were trying in vain to settle. 
Leaders of organized labor claimed 
th a t from 30,OOO to 45,000 strikers al­ 
ready w ere out, but em ployers chal­ 
lenged the union claim s that the strikes 
w ere effective. 
Workers in six plants of Remington 
Rand, Inc., were out on strike after 
union leaders ordered a walkout at 
Syracuse, N. Y. 
They said 0.000 work­ 
ers In the company’s New York, Ohio 
and Connecticut plants were involved. 
Company otilclals asserted there were 
4,200 affected. 
Six thousand barbers in lower Man­ 
hattan. New York, were ordered to 
Join 3,000 others in a strike which had 
spread over a wide area of Manhattan, 
the Bronx and Brooklyn. 
Striking seamen in New York were 
said to cumber 7,000 and there was a 
goof! deal of trouble over their efforts 
to picket the piers and the home of 
Mayor La Cuardia. 
Two hundred office workers and com­ 
pany police in Portsmouth, Ohio, were 
besieged in the strike-closed plant of 
the Wheeling Steel corporation; and 
In Akron, Ohio, employees of the Good­ 
year Tire and Rubber company were 
arrested for violating an anti riot law.

It may be that in future years 
the nation will be grateful that this 
era of extravagance is a part of our 
history, but the fart still remains that 
when a government or an individual 
borrows money, that money must be 
returned to those who hold the evi­ 
dence of the debt.

this percentage Increased to CUI per 
cent under President T aft; to 72 tier 
cent under President Wilson; to 79.8 
per cent under Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge, and to 80.1 per cw t under 
President Hoover. 
By the end of June, 1935, the num­ 
ber of civil s e r v i c e employe«*s In the 
federal government amounted to only 
63J! per cent of the total number and, 
while the civil service commission has 
not tubulated the record for this year, 
I understand reliably that tile ratio 
will be about 57 per cent of the total. 
The total number of employees of 
the federal government has grown con­ 
sistently since the turn of the century 
when it stood at 250,000. 
In Taft’s ad­ 
ministration, the 
total was 870,000. 
President Wilson’s first administration 
employed 438,000 ami then with the 
advent of the World war the govern­ 
ment expanded it* personnel to its 
highest point, 917,000.

and the outstanding prime minister,

in life and practice. 
His home vras 
hero; his people with whom he had 
fellowship were here in Texas, a n i 
the same God whom he worshipped be 
found also worshipped by his ( 'b u s ­ 
tian wife and kin. 
His schooling, which was thorough, 
and his religious ti ainng, .which was 
no less so, were secured in the land 
of his birth.

mined again that the* people of his 
homeland were to be his people in the 
adopted country.

of 24 years Mr. Moebius crossed the 
immense expanse of ocean, arriving 
in America July 21, 1883. Texa-» was 
the goal and M<dma County remain 
ed the place of his abode, first set­ 
tling near Storm Hill. 
It was while living here that the 
deceased became* acquainted with one 
Fredericka Stiegler and took her to

lesei voirs used for water and power 
supplies.

built usually at high cost, in a few 
years will be filled with silt, rather 
than water, according to studies by 
the Boil Conservation Service of the 
United States Department of A gricul­ 
ture. 
This washing of topsoil usually is 
due to bad grazing, farm ing and for­ 
estry practices in the watershed con­ 
tributing to the reservoir— practices 
which nave removed a vegetative cov­ 
er and induced gullying and sheet 
erosion.

Probe Relationship of A gricul­ 
ture to Industry. 


New York.— An exhaustive study of 
the influence of agricultural welfare on 
Industry has been undertaken by a 
committee of prominent industrialist* 
who expect to gain from it a hotter un­ 
derstanding of the farm situation. 
The comoiltteo, headed by Lewis II. 
Drown, an Iowa farm boy who is now 
president of the Johns-Manville cor­ 
poration, is an outgrowth of the agri­ 
cultural resolution adopted at the Con­ 
gress of American industry last De­ 
cember in whirh the Interdependence 
of industry and agriculture an the two 
great producers of the national wealth 
was recognized. 
With the ald of farm economists, ag­ 
ricultural leaders and other authori­ 
ties, the committee expects to gather 
detailed Information on the farm situa­ 
tion which will be summarized and dis­ 
tributed to American manufacturers at 
regular Intervals In an effort to en­ 
lighten industry on the problems of 
the farmer. 
Among the subjcets receiving care­ 
ful attention are farm prices, facts 
about specific crops, farm buying pow­ 
er, problems of food storage, farm 
labor, farm population trends, mort­ 
gage and Interest problems, farm ten­ 
ancy, ro w Industrial uses for agricul­ 
tural products, farm faxes and several 
others. 
D ark of the committee’s efforts Is a 
growing recognition among manufac­ 
turers of the Interdependence of agri­ 
culture an i Industry, Based on figures 
of the bureau of census, rural popula­ 
tion Is 44 per cent of the United 
States total. 
Farm families form 22 
per cont of all United States families 
and furnish a large part of the total 
market for stoves, plumbing equipment, 
clothing, agricultural machinery auto­ 
mobiles, etc. 
Over 4,OOO,OOO manufacturing workers 
are employed In industries largely using 
agricultural raw materials and about 
6,000,000 more employees In the trans­ 
portation, communication, distribution, 
professional and "service" industries 
are largely dependent upon the welfare 
of agriculture. 
According to the De­ 
partment of Agriculture In 1019 and 
again in 1020 farmers paid out for 
labor (exclusive of housework) a total 
of approximately $1,000,000,000 thus 
providing an equal amount of buying 
power from Industry as lf they had 
purchased goods.
